g.  Opeiati«ns.  General. 

(1)  The  13th  Comb;'-t  avi.'tion  (Guardi.' n)  &attalion  continue  to  provide  aviation 
assets  for  pre-planned  airmobile  ass  u±ts,  troop  repositioning  and  extr..'ctions , 
tactical  and  administrative  resupply,  comm'nd  liaison,  medical  evacuation  and  direct 
fire  support  by  armed  helicopters  in  support  of  the  7th,  9th  and  21st  ARVN  Infantry 
Divisions  .and  the  44th  Speci.  1  Zone.  Support  was  also  provided  to  Military  Advisory 
Group  IV  Corps,  Special  Forces  and  COaDS.  The  13th  Ci.b  Operations  Center  continued 
to  function  throughout  the  movement  of  the  headquarters  from  C.  n  Tho  to  S-c  Trang. 
This  w’.s  accomplished  by  installing  the  required  communications  equipment  at  00c 
Tr-ng  while  the  Operations  Center  at  Can  Tho  continued  to  control  the  battalions 
avi-'tion  .assets.  At  2400  hours  on  .34,  October  i960  the  transition  was  made  to  the 
new  Battalion  Operations  Center  at  hoc  Tr  ng.  The  new  BOC  is  located  in  the  air¬ 
field  comm-and  bunker  which  is  constructed  of  steel,  cement  and  earth  and  ./ill 
withstand  a  direct  hit  by  the  largest  caliber  weapon  ever  utilized  by  the  enetiy  in 
an  attack  on  Soc  Trang  Airfield. 

(2)  Airmobile  Operations.  The  b  tt.ilion  supported  172  airmobile  operations 
dui'-ing  the  period.  Two  of  the  more  signific  nt  operations  were  conducted  on  15  end 

31  August  1968. 

(a)  Intelligtncc  reports  received  on  14  August  i-idicated  that  two (2.^  VC 
companies  and  n  ammo  cache  were  located  along  a  canal  9-13  kilometers  northeast 
of  Kach  Soi.  The  336th  Assault  Helicopter  Comi^eny  w.'.' s  notified  of  the  impending 
or.„ration  on  the  evening  of  14  August  1968.  Flans  were  formulated,  overlays  were 
ma.ic  and  all  supporting  elements  were  notified.  Planned  ..irstrikes  commenced 
promptly  at  O73O  and  continued  until  O9OO,  LZ  time.  As  the  strikes  progrested,  a 
heavy  fire  team  conducted  a  visu.al  recoimeiss- ncu  of  the  1  nding  zone  10  minutes 
prior  to  time.  The  troop  transports  di^p.-rted  Rach  Soi  r.t  0345  And  proceeded  to 
-n  LZ  15  kilometers  norths  st  of  R.ach  Soi.  Three  additional  lifts  were  inserted  in 
this  LZ.  Four  hundred  more  troops  were  then  inserte’d  ivito  an  LZ  90o  meters  NN  of 
the  initi.-l  LZ.  The  ground  elements  then  proceeded  southwest  -  long  both  sides  of 
the  c  nrl  which  was  the  alleged  location  of  the  enen^j'-.  An  additi  ncal  ground  eleinent 
had  been  prepositioned  approxim-  tely  9  kilometers  to  the  isouthwest  of  the  maneuver 
elements  in  a  blocking  position.  A  light  fire  teem  reconning  ahead  of  the  m.aneuver 
elements  spotted  some  tents  and  other  eouipment  and  also  rece.'ved  sporadic  small 
arms  fire.  The  ground  commander  decided  to  insert  a  recon  company  to  exploit  this 
sighting.  The  rccon  c  rapany  was  repositioned  twice  more  during  the  conduct  of  this 
operation  to  block  escape  routes  as  the  enemy  attempted  to  avoid  the  m  jor  m-neuver 
dements.  As  tho  mank.uver  el<='n.rnt.;  proceeded  toward  their  fin-i  objective  they 
uncovered  nun.erous  Weai'ons,  ammo  cachea;  and  other  assorted  equipTient.  All  aviation

The  success  of  this  operation  was  enhanced  b;  the  ground  comm.tnders  cap'biiity 
of  rapidly  redeploying  his  mobile  reserve  for  -  through  the  employment  of  his 
aviation  assets. 

(b)  On  28  August  1968,  .2  'iiVM  POW's  escaped  from  a  Viet  Cong  prison  c.  mj 
located  approximatoiy  10  kilometers  southwest  of  Vi  Thanhi  During  the  aftej'noon 
of  30  August  the  121st  Assault  Helicopter  Company  w-s  assigned  the  mission  of 
conducting  a  raid  on  the  cam):  in  support  of  the  21st  AHVW  Division.  On  the  evening 
of  29  August,  12  manbers  of  a  Provincial  Reconnaissance  Unit  were  inserted  3200 
m..ters  south  of  the  camp  with  the  mission  of  infiltrating  snd  acquainting  tiiemselves 
with  the.  lay  out  of  the  prison  cam),  so  thrt  they  would  be  able  to  assist  in  the 
release  and/or  defense  of  the  prisoners  should  the  Vo  .-.ttempt  to  tr.ke  tln.ir  lives 
before  the  AhVN's  could  move  in  the  ni;Xt  morning  and  free  them.  At  0635  the  ne^t 
morning  a,  heavy  fire  team  conducted  a.  hasty  visual  reconnaissance  of  the  LZ  Just 
moments  before  the  troop  transports  inserted  5o  troops  into  the  LZ.  The  troops 
iinm cdi.mtelj"  moved  into  the  prison  c’m.p  and  established  a  defensive  periniutir.  As 
this  w’.s  being  done  a  Viet  Cong  force  was  moving  into  an  assault  position  ImCAi 
meters  north  of  the  camp.  As  the  VC  adv-'.nced  on  the  c  .mp  the;,  encountered  d'.vast- 
'il  ing  fire  from  the  12  PRU's  who  h’i.d  infiltrated  the  previous  night,  Tlie  gunshij  s 
jc-ined  in  the  ett-.ck  on  the  VC  and  they  were  repulsed.  iVith  this  throat 
'..'.i.minated  the  ARVftl's  had  complete  control  of  the  prison  camp  and  the  e.xtrection 
was  complete  by  0930. 

Results  of  the  operation  were  as  follows: 

r'flllNDLY  -  Forty-five  ARVH  K'W's  were  released.  Unfortunately,  the  eight 
Americ  ns  had  been  moved  to  anothof  loc\"it.ion  on  29  Ajgu.'  t  i960.  There  were  no 
friendly  casualties.

This  operation  illustrated  again  the  versatility  of  an  airmobile  force  in  the 
conduct  of  a  Vi'ell  pl.inned  and  agressivcly  executed  airmobile  operation. 

h.  Training.  The  seven  VN.-'J  helicopter  pilots  enrolled  in  the  battalion 
UH-ID  transition  training  program  completed  their  training  on  11  Octobe.,  1968. 
The  VN'-'J'  aviators  compiled  over  800  hours  of  flying  time  as  they  participated 

in  command  and  liaison,  resupj-ly  and  combat  assault  missions.  The  students  were 
presented  their  certific.ates  of  achievement  by  the  Commanding  General  of  the 
1st  Aviation  Brigade  c.nd  the  Conunanding  Officer  of  the  74th  VNAF  h’ing  during 
graduation  ceremony  held  at  Soc  Trang  .Army  Airfield  on  11  October  19j68.

have  sufficient  work  parties  and  transportation  in  the  PZ  to  maintain  a 
constant  supply  of  rig; ed  loads.  \Ji en  the  PZ  and  IZ  are  only  a  s: ort  distance 
apart,  the  problem  is  magnified  due  to  the  short  turn-around  flight  time  for 
each  aircraft.  The  lack  of  rigging  equipment  causes  the  CH-47  to  land  and 
remain  in  the-  LZ  for  exte-^ded  periods  of  time  while  the  load  is  de-rig,  ed 
and  the  rigging  equipment  is  loaded  on  the  aircraft  for  bachhaiil  to  the  PZ, 
Thus,  the  LZ  size  requirement  is  necessarily  larger  to  accomodate  the  CH-47 
on  t>e  ground  as  well  as  the  other  landing  aircraft.  When  utilizing  armed 
escort,  the  problems  cx'  the  escort  comrander  are  compounded  due  to  the 
excessive  time.  The  CF-47'3  are  in  the  LZ. 

(c)  Reconrandations :  Recommend  the  supported  artillery  unit  be  required 
to  obtain  and  maintain  sufficient  and  proper  slings  and  straps  for  each 
Artillery  piece  and  nets  for  their  basic  ammo  load.  Reconi’end  this  rigging 
equipment  iv;i_ome  a  part  of  their  section  equipment  and  that  sufficent  extra 
rigging  equipircnt  be  maintained  at  t!  e  unit  headauarters  level  to  support  any 
normal  requirement  for  additional  ar  ro  resupply.  Recommend  also  that  comi'iand 
emphasis  at  Corps  level  be  placed  on  the  reouisitioning  and  maintenance  of  the 
necessary  rigging  equipment. 

(2)  "Pig^^''  -  Back"  Loads. 

(a)  Observations:  Seldom  do  ARVIj  arti-lery  units  utilize  the  ''pig,'y- 
back"  load,  instead  artillery  pieces  are  inserted  with  crews  and  then  supplied 
with  ammo. 

(b)  Evaluation:  The  full  capabilities  of  the  CH-47  are  not  realized 

until  the  ''pigj,j'--back''  load  is  utilized.  The  most  ir.portant  advantage  of  this 

t^/pe  load  is  the  cu-uability  of  putting  an  artillery  piece,  crew,  and  ammo  into 

a  firing  position  at  the  sai  e  time.  Again,  t-e  proper  rigging  equipment  must 
be  on  hand  in  order  to  prepare  this  type  load  for  transport  by  CH-47.  Fevjer 
sorties  will  be  required  to  move  ari  artillery  battery  by  utilizing  the 
"pi^y-back"  method,  and  at  the  same  time,  better  utilization  of  the  CK-47 
will  be  realized. 

(c)  Recommendation’  Recomivend  the  U.5.  artillery  advisors  emphasize  to 
their  counterparts,  the  need  for  and  resultant  increase  in  the  efficiency  of 
an  artillery  move  when  utilizing  the  "piggy-back"  method. 

(d)  Common  frequency  for  maneuver  elements  in  operational  area. 

(a)  Observation;  Ground  units  maneuvering  in  the  same  operational  area 

do  not  ali'iays  operate  on  or  monitor  a  common  FM  frequency. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Vfhen  maneuver  elements  are  operating  on  more  than  one 
frequency,  gunships  are  not  able  to  continuously  monitor  all  the  uni.ts  in  the 
operational  area.  Lost  often  this  occurs  when  there  are  mneuver  elements 
present  on  the  operation  who  have  not  be^-n  airJifted,  hut  have  entered  the 
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operational  area  by  some  oti.o)-  iTiode  of  transport  ition.  Also  i ';e  Airnn'L  i  .■

(c)  Recommendation:  Recommend  that  CH-47  helicopters  being  deployed 
to  RVN  or  tither  areas  by  aircraft  carrier  be  recuir^d  to  reset  '•'lie  parking 
brakes  at  least  once  each  seven  days  to  preclude  future  problems  ’with  the 
master  brake  cylinders. 

(2)  High  R'lte  of  In-flight  Engine  Failure  and  Prec.-utionary  Landings 
in  UH-1  Aircraft, 

(a)  Observation:  There  has  been  a  high  rate  of  in-flight  engine 
failures  and  precautionary  landings  among  UH-IB,  UIHC  and  UH-ID  helicopters 
assigned  to  this  battalion.  Engine  failures  have  been  perticularly  high 
among  UH-IB  and  UH‘-1C  aircraft  using  rebuilt  T53-L11  and  T53-LIIB  engines. 

(b)  Evaluatiin:  The  UH-IB  and  UH-IC  helicopters  assigned  tr  this 
battalion  are  all  utilized  as  gunships  flying  in  support  of  assault  helicopter 
aperationsi  The  nature  of  their  mission  recuires  that  they  fly  at  high  gress 
w'igho,  high  air  speed  and  continually  execute  maneuvers  which  pli'ce  high 
stress  on  both  the  aircraft  and  the  engine,  UH-ID  helicopters  assigned  to  the 
battalion  have  a  prirmrry  mission  as  assault  helicopters.  Their  mission 
recuires  that  they  make  fo.rmr.tion  I'^Jidings  into  landing  zones)  often  located 
in  rough  and  difficult  terrain.  Their  departure  normally  employes  a 
riBxiraum  power  climb  to  altitude.  Engines  and  airframes  of  all  aircraft  are 
centinually  subjected  to  stress  approaching  design  limitations*  In  an  attempt 
to  locate  malfunctioning  engines  prior  to  in-flight  failui'e,  this  battalion 
has  initiated  a  program  wherein  pilots,  prior  to  each  flight,  with  the  aircraft 
at  a  twe  foot  hover,  record  engine  torque,  percent  N-1,  exhaust  gas  temperature, 
outside  air  temperature  and  gross  weights  of  the  airdraft.  At  the  end  of  erch 
flight  the  crew  chief  checks  engine  coast  down  time  and  monitors  the  engine  for 
unusual  nbise  or  excessive  smoking.  In  this  mrinner,  several  ntilfunctioning  en¬ 
gines  have  been  located  and  either  rep>.ired  or  removed  from  service  prior  te  in¬ 
flight  failure.  As  an  additional  precaution  against  engine  and  airframe  failures, 
this  Rittalion  has  initiated  a  program  wherein  the  companies  are  required  to  per¬ 
form  a  100^  technical  inspection  of  each  aircraft  at  each  second  intermedi'te 
inspectien.  This  is  in  addition  t'5  the  normal  requirements  in  the  PMI.  During 
these  inspections  numerous  minor  discrepancies  h  ve  been  found  and  corrected 
which  might  otherwise  have  resulted  in  a  precautionary  landing,  failm-es  or 

DEjor  accidents  with  resultant  los.s  of  life  or  vital  combat  aircraft. 
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(c)  Recommendation:  Recommend  that  all  helicepter  ccmp:'nits  experienc¬ 
ing  a  hi^  rate  of  in-flight  engine  failures  requirf  pilots  aa  monitor  and 
record  vital  engine  instrument  readings  and  tl^L  these  recordings  be  analyzed 
on  a  daily  basis.  In  addition,  recommend  tlvit  all  he''_Lc'‘pter  units  whose  air' 
craft  are  subjected  to  continued  stress  in  the  '  cc-  mrtxs'-jrcnt  el'  their  daily 
mission,  initiate  a  program  of  100$  technical  i.as'n  ctio>i  o<'  all  aircraft  at 
the  second  intermediate.

g.  High  rate  of  i;iflight  engine  fail-re  and  precautionary  landings 
in  UH-1  aircraft:  The  action  stated  in  tlie  evaluation  and  recommendation 
has  been  successful  for  the  13th  CAB.  To  allow  ample  time  for  the  per¬ 
formance  of  scheduled  maintenance,  each  aircraft  is  allocated  a  2h  hour 
stand  down  maintenance  period  for  the  intermediate  inspection.  This  stand 
doim  period  provides  ample  time  for  -a  thorough  technical  inspection  ana 
correction  of  deficiencies.

a.  Paragraph  2b(l),  page  6.  In  accordance  with  paragraph  1-3,  a, 

TM  55-450-11,  the  transported  unit  is  responsible  to  furnish  slings,  strap 
cord,  clevises,  pauding,  tape,  etc.,  used  in  rigging  the  equipnent  to  be 
transported.  USAi.V  G-4  lias  established  a  liberal  BCI  for  sling  equipnient 
authorized  to  :>e  on  liand  at  the  supported  unit  lev'rl.  This  1)01  will  be 
published  as  a  725  series  US;‘dtV  Regulation  in  the  near  future. 

b.  Paragraph  2g(2),  page  9.  This  headquaiters  submitted  a  letter  to 
USi'utV  on  16  Nov  68  expressing  concern  in  this  area.  Correct  statistics 
show  that  fifty  seven  rebuilt  engines  were  lost  duilng  the  four  month 
period,  July  -  Octeber.  The  average  time  per  engine  was  374.02  hours. 

It  was  recomnended  that  this  matter  be  pui'sued  to  determine  the  overall 
impact  of  Alt-ADi'-iAC  rebuilt  engines  within  USARV.  It  is  not  considered 
essential  to  perform  a  lOC^  technical  infection  during  the  second  inter- 
inediate.  Norml  inspections,  conducted  as  required,  are  considered 
adequate  to  c.etect  minor  aiscrepancies.

This  headquarters  lias 
recently  required  subordinate  commands  to  rake  a  specific  officer  re¬ 
sponsible  for  each  airfield  used  by  US  Army  Forces.  MACV  Dircc.tive  95-7 
requires  that  an  airfield  commander/coordinator  be  appointed  for  foi-war<: 
airstrips . 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  leaking  master  brake  cylinders  af tc j- 
CH-47  aircraft  are  deployed  by  carrier  to  kVN,  page  9,  paragraph  2g(l). 
Concur.  In  view  of  the  success  of  procedures  used  by  the  271st  AIUIC, 
concur  with  the  recommendation,  however,  shipboard  safety  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  . 


c.  Reference  item  concerning  high  rate  of  inflight  engine  failure 
and  precautionary  landings  in  UH-1  aircraft,  page  10,  paragraph  2g(2)  and 
2d  Indorsement,  paragraph  2b.  Concur.  It  is  the  unit  maintenance  officer's 
prerogative  to  increase  the  frequency  of  inspections  to  fit  hazardous  oper¬ 
ating  conditions.  AVSCOM  has  been  made  aware  of  this  problem.
